Xo many quarters, rome of which ove would 
think ought to be better Informed, there seems 
to be a growing tendency to ascribe ths absence 
of progress in China to wart of enterprise on tha 
part of the forelgners engaged In the trade of th:

recelving severe criticlam {0 tho matter, Ina 
British Consular report of a few years ago, the 
fact was deplored that ‘the British merchant In 
China had falléh to the postifon of belng little 
better than. commission agent working for 
Chinese, When 1 wes at home a few years 
brek, I myself Ilstened to @ lecture (hy an 
old China hand, though unconnected with 
bosloess) on trade with China In which the 
lectaser youodly abused Hritish marchants in 
China, and more particularly those In Shanghal, 
for their want of enterprise, saylnog that we ap- 
peared to have lost sll the trading fnatiacts of a 
previous (bfx) generation ; again, I have reason 
to belleve that the members ofa recent com- 
mercial mission ta China have expressed them. 
selves In somewhat the same way, and though 
the Importance to be attached tothelr utterances 
{a ta be gauged by thelr want'of experlence, still 
the energy which attached to their work (wark af 
a most useful nature) wiildoubtiess give farce to 
such oplaions as they may express to the public 
athome.

closely lnveatleated, ‘The Customs being fully 
hypothecated alr , It ia not easy to see what 
other soarc:s of révenue, stable in character, 
can be mortgaged for such a large sum. Sir 
Robert Hart, while strongly ia favour ‘of: sub- 
j:cting the likin duties to tha same system that 
bad operated so: profitably on the Customs 
recelots, found It impossible to overcome the
